However, the abstract of Possinger alone makes clear that there were a number of successfully treated patients. Further, the express 
statement by Possinger that " Gemcitabine's modest toxicity profile and single-agent activity make it an attractive candidate for trial in 
combination therapy in advanced breast cancer M provides a direct teaching by an expert of a reasonable expectation of success. That 
is, Possinger expects Gemcitabine to function in combination therapy. Any attorney argument, pointing out picayune flaws in 
Possinger's data, does not overcome the express statement by Possinger that there is an expectation of success and a motivation to 
combine.
